The boat 
was thrown against a rock by the swift 
current two hours after her start from 
the wharf here. Glen Park is twenty- 
four miles below St. Louis. 


Because of the loss pf the passenger 


list and the uncertainty at the scene of 
disaster the death list was not definite- 
ly known until 11 o'clock-

The boat carried twenty-seven pag- 


•engers. most of whom were women 
and children, and a. crew of thirty. 
She left St. Louis at 7 o'clock-with a 
tyjtvy cargo, Including cattle and live 
syick. The voyage was considered pro- 
jar-Ions" because of the great amount of 
driftwood floating In tha river due to 
the annual spring rise. The two known 
dead were the wiffl and daughter of 
Isaac T. Rhen. president of the St. 
Louis & Tennessee River Packet com- 
pany, owners of the boat. Mrs. Rhoa 
was dragged from the water alive but

The 
place is almost inaccessible to tele- 
graph lines and the news of the dis- 
aster came to St. Louis in a roundabout 
way from JCimmswick and Sulphur 
Springs. 


Helpless Against Current. 


.Shortly before reaching Glen Park, 


the Saltillo encountered a shoreward 
draw, which was fought frantically by 
the pilots. The engines were reversed 
but the efforts to prevent the collision 
were unavailing. 
As the big boat 


swung from 
the current 
in shor? 


despite the reversed engines and the 
rudder thrown hard over, she was 
driven with increasing speed 
toward 


land and turned completely nround. 
With the noise ot rending timbers and 
the shrieks of women nnd children pas- 
sengers, the cries of the crew and tho 
bellowing of cattle, the vessel struck 
a hidden rock and sank almost In reach 
of land at a point where the wnter was 
twenty feet deep. Rescue'trains with 
physicians and relict supplies were sent 
to the scene today.

The City of Saltillo was built 
at 


Jeffersonvllle. Ind.. In 1SS2 and was 200 
feet long, 37 feet wide and drew six and 
a half feet. The tonnage was 372. The 
vessel Is entered In the. government 
bureau of navigation ns a passonfler 
boat. It was bound for Waterloo, Ala.. 
on the Tennessee river.

There are Interesting analogies be- 


tween what has gone on in the re- 
velopment of life generally and what 
has gone on in the development of 
human society, and these I shall dis- 
cuss elsewhere. 
But the differences 


are profound, and go to the root of 
things.

Throughout their early stages the 


movements of civilization—for, prop- 
erly,; speaking, there was no one 
movement—were very slow, were lo- 
cal in space, and were partial In the 
sense tliat each developed along but 
few? lines. Of the numberless years 
that covered these early stages we 
have no record.^ They were the years 
that saw such extraordinary dlscov- 
' erles and inventions afe fire, and the 


wheel, and the bow. and the domes- 
tication of animals. 
So local were 


these inventions that at the present 
day there yet linger savage tribes, 
still fixed in the half-bestial life of 
an infinitely remote past, -who know 
none of them except fire—and the 
discovery and use of fire may have 
marked, not the beginning of civiliza- 
tion, but the beginning of the sav- 
agery which separated man 
from 


brute. 


Civilization Local. 


Even after civilization and culture 


had achieved a relatively high posi- 
tion, they were still purely local, and 
from thin fa-t subject to violent 
shnrks. Mod?"] research has shown 
th" existence in prehistoric, or at 
least prnto-historic. times of many 
peoples who. In given 
localities, 


achieved a high and peculiar culture, 
k culture that was later so complete- 
ly destroyed that It Is difficult to say 


trace back at all are in the great ma- 
jority of Instances to be traced to 
the Jew. the Greek, or the Roman'; 
and the ordinary man, when he 
speaks of the nations of antiquity, 
has in mind specifically these three 
peoples—although. Judged even by 
the history of which we have record, 
theirs is a. very modern antiquity in- 
deed. 


The case of the Jew was quite ex- 


ceptional. "His was a small nation, 
of little more consequence than the 
sister nations of Moab and Damas- 
cus, until all three, and the other 
petty states of the country,- fell un- 
der the yoke of the alien. Then he 
survived, while all his fellows died 
In the spiritual domain lie contribut- 
ed a religion which has been the 
most potent of all'factors in Its effec 
on the subsequent history of man- 
kind: but none of his other contribu- 
tions compare with the legacies left 
us by the Greek and the Roman. 


Graoco-Roman Civilization. 


The Graeco-Roman world saw a 


civilization far mare brilliant, far 
more varied and intense, than any 
that had gone before it. and one that 
affected a far laVger share of the 
world's surface. 
For the first time 


jfhere began to be something which 
at 
least 
foreshadowed 
a 
"world 


movement" in the sense that it af- 
fected a considerable portion of the 
world's surface nnd that it .repre- 
sented what wns incomparably the 
most important of ail that was hap- 
pening In world history at the time. 
In breadth and depth the field of in- 
tellectual interest had greatly broad- 
ened at Hie same time that the phy- 
sical area affected by the civilization 
had similarly extended. Instead of .'a 
civilization affecting only one river 
valley or one nook of the Mediterran- 
ean, there -was a civilization which 
directly or indirectly influenced man- 
kind from the Desert of Sahara to 
the Baltic, from the Atlantic ocean 
to the westernmost mountain"ch»iins 
that spring from 
the Himalayas. 


Throughout most'of this region there 
began to work certain 
influences 


which, though with' widely varying 
Intensity, did nevertheless tend\to 
affect .1 large portion of mankind. In 
many of the forms of science, in- al- 
most all the forms of art. there was 
great activity. 
In addition to great 


soldiers there were great administra- 
tors and statesmen whose concern 
was with the fundamental questions 
ofsoclal and civil life. 


Great Intellectual Leaders. 


what. If any. traces It left on the 
subsequent culture out of which we 
have developed our own: while It is 
also difficult to say exactly how much 
any one of these cultures influenced 
nny other- In many cases, as where 
inVaders with wennons of bronze or 
iron conquered the neolithic peoples, 
the higher clx'lizat'on completely de- 
stroyed the Ipwer civilization, or bar- 
barism, with which It came In con- 
tact. In other cases, while superiority 
in culture gave its possessors at the 
beginning a .marked military and gov- 
ernmental superiority over the neigh- 
boring peoples, yet sooner or later 
there accompanied it a certain soft- 
ness or enervating quality which left 
the. cultured folk nt the mercy of the 
stnrk and greedy neighboring tribes, 
in whoso savage souls cupidity gradu- 
ally overcame terror and awe. Then 
tho people thnt had been struggling 
upward would bo' engulfed, nnd the 
leveling waves of barbarism wash 
over them. But we are not yet In po- 
sition to spcnk definitely on these 
matters. It Is only the researches of 
recent yeajw that have enabled us so 
much' as to guess at the course of 
events In prehistoric Greece; while 
as yet we can hardly even hazard a 
guess as to how, for Instance, the 
Hnllstadt culture rose and fell, or as 
to the history and fato of the build- 
ers of those strange rulna of which 
Stonehenge is tho type. 


Tho First Civilizations. 


The first civilizations which left 


behind them clear records rose In 
that hoary historic rjist which geo- 
logically Is part of the Immediate 
present—and which is but a span's 
length from the present, even when 
compared onjy with the length of 
time that man has lived on this 
planet. These first civilizations were 
those which rose In Mesopotamia 
land the Nile valleyjsome six or eight 
thousand years ago. As far as we 
can see, they were well-nigh Inde- 
pendent centers of cultural develop- 
ment, and our knowledge Is not such 
at present as to enable us to connect 
either with the early cultural move- 
ments in southwestern Europe on the 
one hand, or in India on the other, 
cr 
with that Chinese civilization 


which has been so profoundly af- 
fected by Indian Influences. 


Compared with the civilizations 


with which we are best acquainted, 
the striking features In the Mesopo- 
tamian and Nilotic civilizations were 
the length of time they endured and 
their 
comparative 
changclessness 


The kings,, priests, and peoples who 
dwelt by the Nile or. Euphrates are 
found 
thinking much 
the 
' same 


thoughts, doing much the same deeds, 
leaving at least very similar records, 
while time passes in tens of cen- 
turies. Of course there was change; 
of course there was action and re- 
action In influence between them and 
their neighbors; and the movement 
of change, of development, material, 
mental, spiritual, was much 
faster 


than anything that had occurred 
during the aeons of mere savagery. 
But In contradistinction to modern 
times the movement was very slow 
Indeed, and, moreover, In each case 
it wag strongly^localized; while the 
field of endeavor was narrow. There 
were certain conquests by man over 
nature; there were certain conquests 
in the domain of pure Intellect; there 
we're certain extensions which spread 
the area of civilized mankind. But 
it would be hard to speak of It as <i 
"wor,Id movement" at all; for by far 
tho greater part OF the habitable 
globe Was not/only ^jaknown, but Its 
existence nngnessed fit, fio far as 
peoples with any civilization what- 
soever were concerned. 


Development of Our Own People. 


With the downfall of these nncient_ 


civilizations there sprang into prom- 
inence those peoples with whom our 
own cultural history may be said to 
besin. Those Ideas and influences In 
our lives/which' we can consciously

riety of Intellectual achievement ami 
understanding had ever before been 
known; and for the first time we ^ 
comeyicross great intellectual lead- j 
erV. great philosophers and writers, 
whose works are a part of all th:it 
Is highest in modern thought, whose 
TVritlnES are as alive today asf when 
they wcro first Issued: and there 
were others ofc^even more daring 
•and original temper, a philosopher 
like Democrltus. a 
poet like IAI- 


cretltts. whose minds leaped ahead 
through the 
centuries 
and 
saw 


what none of their contemporaries 
saw. but who were so hampered i>y 
their surroundings that It was phys- 
ically Impossible for them to leave 
to the later world much concrete 
addition to knowledge. 
The civili- 


zation was 
one 
of comparatively 


rapid change, viewed by the stand- 
ard of Babylon nnd Memphis. There 
was Incessnnt movement; and. more- 
over, the whole, system went down 
with a crash to seeming destruction 
after a period short compared with 
thaPcovered 
by 
the reigns of a 


score of Egyptian dynasties, or with 
the time that 
elapsed 
between a 


Babylonian defeat by E'am and a 
war sixteen centuries later whl.ih 
fully avenged It. 


This civilization flourished with 


brilliant splendor. 
Then It fell. In 


Its northern 
scats 
It was over- 


whelmed by a wave trt barbarism 
from among those half-savage peo- 
ples from 
whom 
you and I, my 


hearers, trace our descent. 
In the 


south and east it was destroyed 
later, but far more thoroughly by 
Invaders of an utterly different type. 
Both conquests were of great Im- 
portance; but it was the northern 
conquest which In Its ultimate af- 
fects was of by far the greatest im- 
portance. 
Progress Arratted by Dor* Ages. 


With the advent of the Dark Ages 


the movement of course ceased, and 
It did not 
begin" anew for many 


centuries; while a thousand years 
passed before it was once more In 
full swing, so far ns European civ- 
ilization, so far as the world civllU 
zation of today. Is concerned. Dur- 
ing all those centuries the civilized 
world, 
In our 
acceptance 
of the 


term, was occupied, as its chief task, 
in slowly climbing back to the .posi- 
tion from which it had fallen aftar 
the age of the Antonines. Of course 
a general statement like this must 
he accepted 
with 
qualifications. 


There is no hard and fast line be- 
tween one age or Tperiod and an- 
other, and in no age is either prog- 
ress or retrogression universal in all 
things. 'There were many points in 
which the Middle Ages, because of 
the simple fact that they were Chris- 
tian, surpassed the brilliant pagan 
civilization J»t the past; and. there 
are some points in which the civili- 
zation thftt succeeded them has sunk 
below the level of the -Ages which 


- saw sucH 
mighty masterpieces o.f 


poetry, 
of 
arehiteeure—especially 


cathedral architecture—and of sere-ie 
spiritual and forceful lay leader- 
ship. 
But they 
were centuries i>f 


violence, rapine and cruel Injustice; 
and .truth was so little heeded that 
the noble and daring spirits who 
sought It. especially in Its scientific 
form, did so in deadly peril of tho 
fagot and the halter. 


The Riss of Islam. 


- During this period there were sev- 
eral very Important extra-Kuronofin 
movements, one 
or two of which 


deeply affected Europe. Islam arose, 
and conquered far and wide, uniting 
fundamentally different races Into a 
brotherhood of feeling which Chris- 
tianity has never boon able to rival, 
and at the time of the Crusades pro- 
foundly influencing European cul- 
ture. It produced a civilization of 
its own, brilliant nncl here and there 
useful, but hopelessly limited when 
compared with 
the 
civilization < f 


which we ourselves are the hftirs. 
The jsreat 
cultured 
peoples 
cf 


southeastern and eastern Asia con- 
tinued their checkered development 
totally unaffected by, nnd without 
knowledge of, any Rump 


and terrible conqueror races whose 
mission was mere destruction—Hun 
and Avar, Mongol, Tartar and Tuik. 
These fierce and squalid tribes of 
warrior horsemen flailed mankind 
with red scourges, wasted and de- 
stroyed, and then vanished from 
the ground they had overrun. But 
in no v/ay worth noting did they 
count in the advance or mankind. 


World Civilization Begins. 


-At last, a little over four hundred 


years ago, the movement towards a 
world civilization took up Its inter- 
rupted march. 
The beginning of 


the modern movement may roughly 
be taken as synchronizing with the 
discovery of printing, and with that 
series of 'bold sea ventures which 
culminated 
in 
the 
discovery 
of 


America; 
and 
after 
these 
two 


epochal feats had begun to produce 
\their full effects 'in material 
and 


Intellectual life, .it became inevit»>- 
ble that civilization should there 
after differ not only in degree bu 
even in kind from all that had gone 
before. Immediately after the voy 
age of Columbus 
and 
Viisco da 


Gatna there began a tremendous re 
ligious ferment; the awakening o 
intellect went hand In hand with thej 
moral uprising: the sreat names of 
Copernicus. Bruno, Kepler and Gal- 
ileo show that the mind of man was 
breaking 
the 
fetters 
that 
hnd 


cramped it: and for ths first time 
experimentation wVs 
used as 
a 


check upon observation and 
theo- 


rlzation. 
Since 
then, century by 


century, the changes have increased 
in rapidity anci complexity, and have 
attained their maximum in both re- 
spects during the century just past. 
Instead of being directed by orfe or 
two dominant peoples, ns was the 
case with all similar movements of 
the past, the new movement was 
shared by many different 
natiorje. 


From every standpoint it has been 
of infinitely greater moment than 
anything hitherto seen. Not in one 
but in many different peoples there 
has been extraordinary 
growth in 


wealth, in population, in power of 
organization, and in mastery over 
mechanical activity and natural re- 
sources. 
All of this has been ac- 


companied and signalized by an im- 
mense outburst of energy and rest- 
less initiative. The result Is as va- 
ried as it is striking. 


Conquest of the World. 


In (he first place, representatives 


of this civilization, by their con- 
quest of space, were 
enabled 
to 


spread into all the practically va- 
cant continents, while at the same 
time, by their triumphs In organ- 
ization and 
mechanical invention, 


they acquired an unhe.ird-of mili- 
tary superiority as compared with 
their former rivals. 
To these two 


facts Is primarily due the further 
fact that tec the flrst time there is 
really sonfethinK that approaches a 
world civilization, a world 
move- 


ment. 
The spread of. the European 


peoples since the days'of Ferdinand 
the Catholic and Ivan the Terrible 
has been across every sea »"d over 
every continent. In places the con- 
quests have be«n ethnic; that Is, 
there has been a new wandering of 
the peoples, 
and 
new common- 


wealthy have sprung up In which 
the people are entirely or mainly of 
European blood. This is what hap- 
pened In the temperate and sub- 
tropical regions of tho western- hem- 
isphere. in Australia, In portions of 
northern Asia and southern Africa. 
In other places the conquest tins 
been purely political, the Europeifcs 
representing for the most purl mere- j 
ly a small caste of soldiers and ad- 
ministrators. as in moftt of tropical 
Asia and Afrk-a and 
In much of 


tropical America. Finally, hero and 
there Instance* occur where 
there 


hns been no conquest at all, but 


' where an alien people Is profoundly 


and radically changed by tho more 
impact of western civilization. 
The 


most extraordinary Instance of this, 
of course. Is Japan; 
for Japan's 


growth nnd change during the last 
half-century has been in many ways 
the most striking phenomenon of all 
history. Intensely proud of her past 
history, intensely loyal to certain of 
her past traditions, she has yet with 
a single effort wrenched herself free 
from all hampering ancient 
ties, 


and with a bound has 
taken her 


place among the leading 
civilized 


nations of mankind. 


European Civilization Dominant. 


There are of course many grades 


between these different types of in- 
fluence, but the net outcome of what 
has occurred during the last four 
centuries Is that civilization of the 
European type nnw exercises a more 
or less profound effect over practi- 
cally the entire world. There are 
nooks and corners to which it has 
not yet penetrated; but there is nt 
present no large space of territory 
In which the general movement of 
civilized activity does not make It- 
self more or less felt. 
This repre- 


sents something wholly 
different 


from what hns ever hlthefto been' 
seen. In the greatest days of Ro- 
man dominion thr- influence of Rome 
was felt over only a relatively small 
portion of the world's surface. Over 
much the larger part, of the world 
the process of change and develop- 
ment was absolutely unaffected by 
anything that occurred In the Ro- 
man empire; and those communities 
the play of whoso influence wns felt 
in action and reaction, and in inter- 
action. nmong 
themselves. 
were 


grouped immediately around theMerl- 
ite.r\3nean. Now. however, the whole 
world Is hound together as never be- 
fore;. the bonds are sometimes those 
of hatred rather than love, hut they 
nre bonds nevertheless. 


SignSjThat Bode III. 


grows more and more rapid, the 
mainspring colls and spreads at a 
rate constantly quickening, the whole 
world movement is of constantly 
accelerating velocity. 


In this movement there are signs | 


of much that bodes 111. The machin- j 
ery is so highly geared, the tension | 
and strain are so great, the effort and ] 
the output have alike so increased, 
that there is cause to dread the ruin 
that would come from any great ac- 
cident, from any breakdown, and al- 
so the r-jln that may come from the 
mere wearing out of the machine It- 
self. The only previous civilization 
with which our modern civilization 
can be in any way compared Is that 
period of Graeco-Roman civilization 
extending, say, from the Athens of 
Themlstocles to the Rome of Marcus 
Aurellus. 
Many of the forces and 


tendencies which .-were then "at work 
are at work now. Knowledge, luxury, 
and refinement, wide material con- 
quests, territorial administration on 
a vast scale, an increase in the mas- 
tery of mechanical appliances nnd in 
applied science—all those mark our 
civilization as they marked the won- 
derf'Jl civilization that flourished in 
the 
Mediterranean 
lands 
twenty 


centuries ago: ami they preceded 
the downfi-ill of the elder civilization. 
Yet the differences are many, and 
some, of them are quite as striking as 
the similarities. The single fnt-t that 
the old civilization wns based upon 
slavery shows the chasm that sepa- 
rates the two. Let me point out one 
further and very slgnflcant difference 
in the development of the two civil- 
izations, a difference so^obvious that 


• It is astonishlnsr that It has not been 


dwelt upon by men of letters. 


Loss of th? Fighting Edge. 


One of the prime dangers of civil- 


ization has always been its tendency 
to cause the los: of the virile fight- 
ing virtues, of the fighting edge. 
When men get too comfortable and 
lead toci luxurious lives there is al- 
ways danger less the softness eat 
like an acid into their manliness of 
fiber. The barbarian, because of the 
very conditions of his life, is forced 
to keep, and develop certain hardy 
qualities which the man of civiliza- 
tion tends to lose, whether he be 
rlerk. factory hand, merchant, or 
even a certain type of farmer. Now 
I will not assert that In modern 
civilized 
society 
these 
tendencies 


have been 
wholly overcome: 
but 


there has been a much more success-" 
ful effort to overcome them than 
was the case in the early civiliza- 
tions. 


What is the lesson to us today? 


Are- we to go the way of the older 
civilizations? The Immense Increase 
In the area of civilized activity today, 
so that It is-n»ariy coterminous with 
the world's surface: the immense in- 
crease In the multitudinous variety 
of Its activities; the immense In- 
crease In the velocity of the jvorld 
movement—are all these to mean 
merely that the crash will be all the 
more complete and terrible when 't 
comes. We cannot be certain that the 
answer will be In the negative; but 
nf this v'e can be certain, that we 
shall ,no£ go flown In ruin unless wo 
deserve'nnd earn our end. There la- 
no necessity for us to full: wo can 
hew out our destiny for ourselves. If 
only we have the wit and the cour- 
age and the honesty. 
, 


Have Grown Better, Not Worn. 


Personally. I do not believe that 


our civilization will fall. I think that 
on the whole we h«v« grown better 
and not worse. I thlrlk tl»t on the 
whole the future holds mol^i for us 
than oven the great past has held. 
But. assuredly, the dreams of golden 
glory In the future will not come, true 
unl«B«, high of heart and strong of 
hand, by our own mighty deeds we 
mnke them come true. We cannot 
afford to develop any one set of qual- 
ities, any one set of activities, nt the 
cost of seeing others, equally neces- 
sary, atrophied. 
Neither the mili- 


tary efficiency of the Mongol, the ex- 
traordinary business ability of the 
Phoenician, nor the subtle and pol- 
ished Intellect of the Greek availed 
to avert destruction. 


opment as now, and though we must 
all beware of the folly and the vi- 
clousness no worse than folly, which 
marks the believer in the perfecti- 
bility of man when his heart runs 
away with his head, or when vanity 
usurps the place of conscience, yt 
we must remeajlier also that it Is 
only by working al'ins the lines laid 
down by the philanthropists, by the 
lovers of mankind, that we can be 
sure of lifting our civilization to a 
higher nnd more permanent plane 
df well-being than was ever attain- 
>td by any 
preceding civilization. 


"Unjust war is to be abhorred, but 
woe to the nation" that does not make 
ready to hold its own in times of 
need against all who would harm it. 
and wne thrice nvrr to the nation 
in which the average man loses the 
fighting edge, loses the power to 
serve as :i soldier if the day of need 
should arise. 


It is no impossible Orcam to build 


up a civilization in which morality, 
ethical development and a tru° feel- 
ing of brotherhood shall all alike be 
divorced from false sentimentality, 
and from the r.anixirons anU evil pas- 
sions which, 
courlously enough, 


often accompany professions of sen- 
timental attachment to the rights of 
man; In which a high material de- 
velopment in the things of the body 
shall be achieved without' subordi- 
nation of the things of thes srml: in 
which there shall be a genuine de- 
.sire for peace and justice without 
Inss of those virile qualities without 
which no love of peace or justice 
shall avail any race: In which the 
fullest development of scientific re- 
search, 
the 
great 
distinguishing 


feature of our present civilization, 
shall yet not imply a belief that in- 
tellect can ever take the place of 
character—for. from the standpoint 
of the nation a.s of the Individual;- it 
is character 
that is the 
one vital 


possession. 


Should Bind Nations Together. 


Finally, this world movement of 


civilization, this movement which I« 
now felt throbbing In every corner- 
of the globe, should bind the na- 
tions of the world together while y«t 
leaving unimpaired that 
love vt 


country 
in the 
individual citizen 


which in the present stage of the 
world's progress is essential to the 
world's wellbcing. 
You, my hear- 


ers, und 1 who speuk to you, belong 
to different nations. Under modern 
conditions the books we read, the 
news seat by telegraph to our news- 
papers, the stranger we meet, hall 
of the tilings we hear and do each 
day. all tend to bring us Into touch 
with other people. Such people car 
do justice to Itself only if It does 
justice to others: but each peopla 
can do its part in the world move- 
ment for all only if It first does its 
duty within its own household. The 
good citizen must he a good citizen 
of his own country first before he 
can with advantage be a. citizen oi 
the world at Jorge. I wish you well. 
I believe in you and your future. ! 
admire and wonder at the extraordi- 
nary greatness and variety of youi 
achievements in so many and such 
widely different fields, and my ad- 
miration and regard are all th< 
greater, and not the K-ss, because 
J 


um so profound a believer in the 'n- 
stitutions ami the people of my own 
land.
